BOSCH THREAT TO BOYCOTT ELECTIONS REPORTED 

Santo Domingo Radio Comercial in Spanish 1045 GMT 2 December 1965— C 

(Excerpt) A spokesman of the '.Dominican Revolutionary Party (PRD), which is led 
by former. President Juan Bosch, stated last night that Bosch will boycott next 
year's presidential elections unless Inter- American Peace Force units are withdrawn 
before the elections. The final decision in this connection will be made during 
the PRD national convention whichfwill take place within the next three months, 
according to PRD Organization Secretary Jose A. Persia Herrera. These statements 
were made to a foreign correspondent. 

Juan Bosch said last night that this report is typical of the usual charlatanry 
of U.S. reporters and UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL, a U.S. press agency. 

Jose A. Persia Herrera, according to the UPI report, made these statements during 
a press conference with U.S. .reporters who had been unsuccessful in obtaining an 
interview with the former Dominican president. Juan Bosch's appointments secretary 
said that Juan Bosch follows a policy of not speaking to anyone connected with 
the U.S. press. He said: "If you want to know what he thinks, read about it in 
tne local dailies." 


MINISTER ANNOUNCES ANTITERRORIST MEASURES

(Excerpt) Interior Minister Manuel Joaquin Castillo is taking special measures 
f-n prevent terrorist acts or subversive movements against the government. Castillo 
said yesterday that the provisional government is on the alert to quell disorders 
and assure the normal development of governmental activities, Castillo stressed 
that the government will not permit t?he development of plots. He said that all 
the investigations of possible rebellious acts have been assigned to the attorney 
general. 

A communique issued by the office of the provisional president the day before 
yesterday pointed out that the authorities are investigating possible plots and 
a terrorist plan. The Presidency disclosed that it has the names of the conspirators, 
but their names were not released for obvious reasons. The communique says that 
the short-lived Santiago revolt is part of the terrorist plan and adds that the 
terrorist activities are aimed at creating an atmosphere of agitation to cause the 
fall of Dr. Hector Garcia's government.
